DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to applicant's amendment dated 3/31/2009. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-13, 16-18, 20-23, 26-28 and 30 are pending in the case. 

3. Claims 4, 5, 9, 14, 15, 19, 24, 25, 29, 31-49 are cancelled. 

4. Claims 1,11 and 21 are independent claims. 

Applicant's Response 

5. In Applicant's response dated 3/31/2009, applicant has amended the following: 
a) Claims 1,2,6,7,10-12,16-18, 20-22, 26 and 27 

Based on Applicant's amendments and remarks, the following objections and 
rejections previously set forth in Office Action dated 1/23/2009 are withdrawn: 

a) Objection to Specification 

b) Objection to claims 12, 13, 15-18 and 20 

c) 35U.S.C. 101 Rejection to claims 1 1-13, 15-18, 20-23, 25-28 and 30 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-13, 16-18, 20-23, 26-28 and 30 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary art of record, Sylor et al. (hereinafter "Sylor), U.S. Patent No 
2002/0186238 A1 teaches a method for displaying the status of networked resources, 
including rendering in a fishbone layout a hierarchy that includes a plurality of resource 
profiles and a plurality of dependency relationships among resource profiles in the

plurality of resource profiles, where the resource profiles represent networked resources 
(see abstract). 

Regarding independent claims 1,11 and 21 , Sylor simply fails to expressly 
disclose the precise GUI structure of software components as claimed by the Applicant. 
The art of record teaches nodes that are capable of performing the functions of the 
recited nodes in the claims. However, the art of record fails to expressly teach the 
claimed GUI structure of software components. Therefore, Examiner believes that the 
GUI structure of software components as recited in the independent claims patentably 
distinguishes over the art of record. 

Accordingly, claims 1-3, 6-8, 10-13, 16-18, 20-23, 26-28 and 30 are allowable. 

Examiner notes that the recited "processor" as indicated by Applicant should be 
interpreted to mean a processor semiconductor chip as used in paragraph [0108] of the 
present application. 

Examiner further notes that the recited "computer readable storage medium" is 
interpreted to include only the hardware components described in the Specification (see 
paragraph [0109] e.g. RAM, ROM, disks). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
